SACRAMENTO — Cotton 
growers in Tulare county and six 
other counties were surveyed by 
postcard recently by 
Assemblyman Gordon Duffy, 
asking whether they wanted the 
law retained, modified, or 
repealed. 

Tulare county, representing 
68,158 acres of cotton, 
responded with 288 votes for 
repeal, 232 for modification, 
and 200 to retain the law as is.

There are at least two reasons 
for spending more time outdoors 
this summer. One is that 
eventually taxes may force you 
to live off the land and you may 
as well start getting used to it. 
The other is that summer is a 
pleasant time for outdoor living. 
In either case you should have it 
as colorful as possible and the 
following are some ideas for 
quick color. : 

The most economical color is 
obtained from planting seeds of 
zinnia, marigold, petunia, and 
other relatively easy annuals. 
However it is easier for most 
people to begin with plants that 
are already started. These come 
in flats and you may buy as few 
or many as you need to fit the 
space that you are planting. The 
important thing with these is 
that they be planted right away 
and then watered thoroughly. 
The small seedling plants are not 
helped by being carried around 
in the trunk for several weeks 
nor are they improved by several 
days drying on the patio as ours 
at home are doing. 

Even more rugged plants may 
be obtained in one gallon 
containers. There are many of 
these that bloom in summer 
such as geranium, bottle brush, 
crepe myrtle, rock rose, 
flowering pomegranate, shrimp 
plant, and hibiscus. There are 
also vines that bloom including 
wisteria, lavender trumpet vine, 
and star jasmine. We welcome 
you to come by soon and see 
these beauty aids for the 
summer garden.
